This is a pro¬ 
gram that the government is 
convinced must he part of 
every physician's practice 
Chrome aon-transmisable dis¬ 
eases (NCD's) is among the 
mam list of the number of 
deaths that we obseive on our 
island. The risk factors to de¬ 
veloping chronic nan-transmis¬ 
sible diseases is among others, 
the lack of our physical activity

Government Physicians, Phy¬ 
siotherapists and professionals 
in the management of the pub¬ 
lic healtli ministry headed by 
the Minister of Public Health 


The Primary Care Physician 
("Huisdokter") is key to the 
success of die EIM program as 
diey are the first line of contact 
with patients and patients con¬ 
sider them die authority of their 
health due to the relationship 
they have with the docter 
On February IS, 2013, rep¬ 
resentatives of die health sector 
m primary care (Associa¬ 
tion of Primary Care Physi¬ 
cians and Specialists) and the 
Minister of Public Health and 
Sports signed an MOLT, pro¬ 
moting EIM as a priority.

He is con¬ 
vinced that tins is yet anodier 
tool at the disposition of'the 
Primary Care docter to help 
prevent chrome diseases by 
combining traditional medicine 
with excercise medicine.

Indonesian minister calls for Miss World to be cancelled 


JAKARTA (AFP) - Indonesia's 
religious affairs minister has 
called for the Miss World 
beauty pageant to be cancelled, 
as opposition in the Muslim- 
majority country mounts the 
week before die contest opens 
m Bali 

Suiyadharma Ah said that 
the organisers should follow 
the advice of the nation's top 
Islamic clerical body winch 
last week called for die contest 
to be scrapped even after or¬ 


ganisers agreed to axe the 
bikini round. 

‘The Indonesian Ulema 
Council has expressed strong 
opposition to Miss World be¬ 
cause it doesn't fit with Islamic 
teachings that say Muslim 
women should cover immod¬ 
est parts of their bodies,“ the 
minister said in a statement 
late yesterday. 

The minister is the first 
government official to publicly 
voice opposition to the pag¬ 


eant dealing a fresh blow to 
tire Britain-based organisers 
His statement came the 
same day a commissioner from 
tire country's National Hum Em 
Rights Commission said he 
opposed an event that "put 
women's bodies on display". 

The local organisers were 
not fazed by the minister's 
comments ho wever, saying the 
issue was not Ins domain and 
tliat "the show must go on 1 
"This is not an Islamic 


country and this event is an 
issue of culture, not religion," 
Adjie S. Soeratmadjie, corpo¬ 
rate secretary of broadcaster 
and local organiser RCTI, told 
AFP, adding several other min¬ 
isters supported Miss World 
The competition opens on 
September 3 in Bali, a Hrndu- 
majonty island known for its 
many beaches where female

Troops deploy to restore order in 
protest-hit Colombia 


BOGOTA (AFP) - President 
Juan Manuel Santas ordered 
troops on to the streets of Bo¬ 
gota as well as Colombia's 
highways yesterday, after vio¬ 
lent protests in support a£ stok¬ 
ing farmworkers left two dead 
Within hours, leaders of 
farm workers in a key province 
near Bogota began calling on 
their followers to lift road¬ 
blocks around the country, say¬ 
ing m a statement they had 
reached "partial agreements' 
with the government. 

They provided no details on 
the agreements, and it was un¬ 
clear whether the appeal would 
be heeded, interior Minister 
Fernando Carrillo said the move 
was a 'gesture of goodwill " 
The apparent break came 
after Santos took a hard line 


with the protesters, deploying 
soldiers after anight of violent 
clashes in Bogota saw two 
people killed. 

"Last night, 1 ordered the 
militarization of Bogota and 1 
will do the same today in any 
mum a pal it 1 / or area that needs 
the presence of our soldiers,' 
he said in a speech broadcast 
oil radio and television 

Santos said he had ordered 
the deployment of up to 50,D0Q 
troops on the nation's high¬ 
way s, which have been targeted 
with protests and blockages by 
stoking farmworkers since Au¬ 
gust 19 

The demonstrations to Bo¬ 
gota marked the first time that 
the farmworkers' rural protests 
had spread to the capital and 
other cities 


The clashes were reported 
to have left. 147 people injured 
and 40 under arrest Santos' de¬ 
fense minister on Thursday ac¬ 
cused leftist FARC guerrillas 
of infiltrating the marches to 
sow violence 

The Colombian president, 
however, made no mention of 
the FARC, with whom Ins go¬ 
vernment is holding peace 
talks in Havana, instead bla¬ 
ming a leftist group called Pa¬ 
triotic March 

"The Patriotic Mar Hi move¬ 
ment only seeks to take us to a 
situation with no way out to 
impose its own agenda It 
doesn't care at all about the 
farmworkers," he said. “I have 
said you're welcome to protest, 
but not protests at gunpoint, or 
with threats 11

France set to become 
Washington's main 
Syria ally 


PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Ho 11 ande yester¬ 
day made dear his wish to take 
military action alongside the 
US against the Syrian regime, 
making Pans Washington's 
main ally in the Syria crisis 
after Britain backed out o f any 
strikes. 

In a 45-minute phone call 
with US President Barack 
Obama, Hollande said France 
was still determined to punish 
the Syrian regime, winch Paris 
is convinced used chemical 
weapons against its own peo¬ 
ple last week, according to an 
aide to the French president. 

Obama and Hollande 
"share the same certainty that 
the attack was chemical in na¬ 
ture and that the regime was 
undoubtedly responsible,' the 
aide said. 'Hollands repeated 
France's determination not to 
leave these crimes unpunished 
and felt the same determina¬ 
tion on Obama's side." 

With Britain sidelined from 
any Syria strikes by a shock 
vote against them in parlia¬ 
ment Thursday, die United 
States and France find them¬ 
selves m the position -- un¬ 
usual in recent years -- of 
teaming up to lead a push for 
military intervention in the 29- 
inonth Syrian war 

The situation is a far' cry 
from a decade back, when 


Franco-US ties hit a low over 
differences on Iraq and then- 
president Jacques Chirac's op¬ 
position to tire Anglo-US 
offensive against Saddam Hus¬ 
sein's regime. 

So deep was the animosity 
that French fries were renamed 
" freedom fries" in some Amer¬ 
ican restaurants -- including 
those serving the US House of 
Representatives office build¬ 
ings -- and anti-French hate 
messages were brandished m 
public, including on T-shirts 
and billboards. 

In a dramatic reversal from 
the situation then, Hollande has 
given a shot in the arm to Wash¬ 
ington's flagging efforts to form 
an international coalition for 
possible stokes on Syria - 
"France wants firm and pro¬ 
portionate action against the 
Damascus regime," he said in 
an interview with Le Monde 
daily to be published today. 

Hollande, responding to a 
question, did not exclude the 
possibility of military strikes 
within days, even prior to an 
emergency session of the 
Fren eh p aril am ent on Wednes - 
day to deb ate the issue. 

In Ins speech making the 
case for a military operation in 
Syria, US Secretary of State 
John Kerry yesterday praised 
France as Washington's "oldest 
ally" but made no mention of 
Britain

Suriname leader's son 
arrested over arms trafficking 


PARAMARIBO (AFP) - 
Suriname President Desi 
Bauterse said yesterday that 
his sDn has been arrested on 
arms trafficking allegations 
in Panama, apparently at the 
request of the United States. 

"We were informed but for 
now I will concentrate on the 
Unasur summit,*' Eouterse 
told AFPwhen quizzed about 
press reports of lus son Dino. 

Eouterse, who previously 
led the former Dutch colony 
under a military dictatorship, 
made the remarks at the sum¬ 


mit for regional leaders b eing 
he!d in Paramaribo, the capl- 
tal of Suriname. 

Local press reports said 
Dino Eouterse was detained 
in Panama at the request of 
American officials He was 
previously jailed in 2D05 
after a judge convicted him of 
leading a gang that trafficked 
cocaine and weapons 

When he was released his 
father gave him a job as di¬ 
rector of the country's anti- 
terrorism unit. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Tire 
Netherlands sad yesterday it 
will make a public apology for 
a series of summary executions 
carried out by the Dutch army 
m its former colony Indonesia 
between 1945 and 1949 

Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
also announced that The Hague 
will pay 20JQQ euros ($2fS,QD0) 
to die widows of those killed 

The Dutch ambassador in 
Indone si a will o hi ci ally pre sent 
the state's apology st a Jakarta 
ceremony on September 12, ac¬ 
cording to a government com¬ 
munique 

Hie Hague has already apa- 
lo gised and paid out to the rela¬ 
tives o f tho se m p arti cut ar cas es 
but it has never said sorry and 


offered compensation for the 
victims of general summary ex¬ 
ecutions 

"We are talking about the 
horn he events m specific cases 
that resulted m summary execu- 
&ons," said Rutte but added that 
lie would not offer an apology 
for the entir e Dutch military ac- 
hous in Indonesia. Concerning 
die role of the Netherlands dur¬ 
ing the conflict that led to In¬ 
donesia’s independence, he said 
that the words of the former for¬ 
eign minister Ben Hot, who 
claimed that tlie Netherlands 
found itself on the wrong side 
of history" during the conflict, 
remained the view of tlie go¬ 
vernment in Hie Hague. 

Two high -pro file legal ac¬ 


tions have resulted in 20,D00 
euros being awarded to die re¬ 
latives of some victims and a 
public apology for summary ex¬ 
ecutions which took place on die 
island of Sulawesi and Rawa- 
gadeh, on the island of Java.

Fresh fruit 
helps prevent 
diabetes, 
fruit juice 
boosts risk 

PARIS (AFP) - Eating 
whole fresh fruit, especially 
bluebernes, grapes, apples 
and pears, is linked ta a 
lower risk of Type 2 dia¬ 
betes, but drinking fruit 
juice has the apposite effect 
says a new study. 

British, US and Singa¬ 
porean researchers pared 
over data from three big in¬ 
vestigations that took place 
in the United States over a 
quarter af a century in all 
More than 137,000 
nurses, doctors and other 
professional caregivers 
were enrolled 

Their health was moni¬ 
tored over the following 
years, and they regularly an¬ 
swered questionnaires on 
their eating habits, weight, 
smoking, physical activity 
and other pointers ta 
lifestyle. 

Around 6 5 percent af 
tlie volunteers developed di¬ 
abetes during the studies. 

People wha ate at least 
two servings each week of 
certain whole fruits, espe¬ 
cially blueb ernes, grapes 
and apples, reduced their 
risk of Type 2 diabetes by as 
much as 23 percent com¬ 
pared to those who ate less 
tli an one serving per month. 

"Our findings provide 
novel evidence suggesting 
certain fruits may be espe¬ 
cially beneficial for lower 
diabetes nsk,* said Qi Sun, 
an assistantprofessor of nu¬ 
trition at the Havard School 
of Public Health 

On the other hand, those 
who consumed one or more 
servings of fruit juice each 
day increased their nsk of 
developing the disease by as 
much as 2 1 percent 

Swapping three servings 
of juice per week for whole 
fruits resulted in a seven- 
percent reduction in risk. 

The paper, published by 
the British Medical Journal 
(BMJ), says further work is 
needed to explore tins "sig¬ 
nificant" difference 

It speculates that, even if 
the nutritional values of 
whole fruit and fruit juice 
are similar, the difference 
lies with the fact that one 
food is a semi-solid and the 
otlier a liquid 

"Fluids pass through the 
stomach to the intestine 
more rapidly than solids 
even if nutritional content is 
simil ar," says the p ap er

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Indian firm unveils latest typhoid shots 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - An In¬ 
dian pharmaceutical firm said 
Thursday it would soon 
launch the world's first vac¬ 
cine against typhoid which 
can be given to infants, pro¬ 
tecting the mast vulnerable 
victims of the illness 

Bharat Biotech, based in 
the southern city of Hyder¬ 
abad, said it would also offer 
long-term protection of more 
than 10 years, unlike other 
vaccines which must be 
boasted with regular injec¬ 
tions 


"This is the world's first 
clinically-proven vaccine for 
children of six months and 
above," spokeswoman Sheela 
Pamcker told AFP. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
sation says the food- and 
water-borne disease kills 
500,000 p eople a year and in¬ 
fects an estimated 17million, 
mainly children. Ninety per¬ 
cent of such cases are re¬ 
ported m Asia 

Indian heal tli authorities 
have given their go-ahead to 
the 'fourth-generation" vac¬ 


cine, which can also be taken 
by adults, and it is expected 
Id be launched m the next 
two weeks. 

Pamcker said the firm 
would decide its cos! depend¬ 
ing on the volume after its 
launch. Production capacity 
was currently 10 million 
dosesperyear, she said.

Rotavirus, which causes 


severe diarrhoea, is globally 
re sp onsibl e fo r s ome 4 5 3, D 0 0 
deaths annually and is partic¬ 
ularly dangerous in the devel¬ 
oping world where swift 
health care is often out of 
reach.

Brazil economy grew 1.5 
percent in Q2 



RID DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil, Latm America's lead¬ 
ing economy, expanded 1.5 
percent in die second quarter 
of 2013 compared with the 
previous three month, exceed¬ 
ing tire most, optimistic market 
expectations, official statistics 
showed yesterday. 

Economists, who had ex¬ 
pected GDP growth of be¬ 
tween 0.7 percent and 1.3 
percent said the second quar¬ 
ter result would be the best 
this year 

The farm sector fared best, 
growing 3.9 percent followed 
by industry with two percent 
and services O.S percent die 
Brazilian Institute of Geogra¬ 
phy and Stati sti cs (IB G E) sai d 
on its w T eb site 

Investments rose 3.6 per¬ 
cent while consumption edged 
up a paltry 0.3 percent during 
the period 

Compared with die second 
quarter of last year, GDP ex¬ 
panded 3.3 percent. 

"The GDP result was a 
good surprise. Investments 
had a good performance and 
this is very good for the econ¬ 
omy," economist Guilherme 
deNabrega, of die Indusval & 
Partners Corretora brokerage 
firm, told the G1 news web¬ 


site. 

"It seems that this will be 
the climax in the performance 
of the year, but even so, we 
are emerging from the swamp 
o f 1 o w mvestment" he add e d. 

"The reduction of inflation 
and the resumption of growth, 
all tins is beginning to dissi¬ 
pate die grey clouds that had 
gathered over our country,"

Irish Nobel Literature laureate Seamus 


Heaney dies aged 74 



DUBLIN (AFP) - Irish writer 
and poet Seamus Heaney,, 
who won the 1995 Nobel 
Prize in Literature, died Fri¬ 
day at the age of 74, his fam¬ 
ily said. 

One of the English lan¬ 
guage's leading poets,, 
Heaney passed away m a 
Dublin hospital following a 
brief illness. 

Prime Minister End a 
Kenny said it would take 
Heaney himself to describe 
Ireland's loss, while President 
Michael D Higgins hailed 
his contribution to "letters, 
c o ns ci en ce, and hum amty “. 

Heaney was awarded his 


Nobel prize "far works of 
lyrical beauty and ethical 
depth, which exalt everyday 
miracles and the living past" 

It was the pinnacle of his 
collection of honours and 
awards, which included b eing 
made a commander — the 
highest rank -- of France's 
Grdre des Arts et des Lettres 
m 1996 

Northern Ireland-born 
Heaney published his first 
major collection of poems, 
'"Death of a Naturalist", in 
1966 and went on to become 
one of the English language's 
leading poets 

Heaney moved to Dublin 


m 1973 and was the professor 
of poetry at Britain's Oxford 
University between 19S9 and 
1994 

Two years ago, he donated 
a large collection of Ins liter¬ 
ary papers to the National Li¬ 
brary of Ireland. 

In a statement, Kenny sad 
Heaney ranked alongside 
Janies Joyce, William Butler 
Yeats, George Bernard Shaw 
and Samuel Beckett. 

"Seamus Heaney's death 
brings great sorrow to Ire¬ 
land, to language and to liter¬ 
ature. He is mourned — and 
deeply -- wherever poetry 
and the world o f the spirit are 
cherished and celebrated," 
the premier said 

"For us, Seamus Heaney 
was tiie keeper of language, 
our codes, Dur essence as a 
people. 

"Today, it would take Sea¬ 
mus Heaney himself to de¬ 
scribe the depth of his loss to 
us as a nation 

"We are blessed to call 
Seamus Heaney our own and 
thank fid far the gift o f him in 


our national life He belongs 
with Joyce, Yeats, Shaw and 
Beckett in the pantheon of 
our greatest literary expo¬ 
nents. 

"Dn this sad day, there are 
no words to describe ade¬ 
quately our nation's and po¬ 
etry's grief at the passing of 
Seamus Heaney." 

Higgins -- himself a pub¬ 
lished poet --said Heaney's 
contribution "to the republics 
of letters, conscience, and hu¬ 
manity was immense". 

The arts-loving president 
paid tribute to the "depth and 
range" of Heaney's contribu¬ 
tion and described him as 
warm, humourous, caring 
and courteous. 

"What those of us who 
have had the privilege of Ins 
friendship and presence will 
miss is the extraordinary 
depth and warmth of Ins per¬ 
sonality," he said. 

Faber and Faber voiced its 
pride at having published his 
works over nearly 50 years.

Cage wins Venice praise with brutal 
drama "Joe” 



VENICE (AFP) - A tortured 
Nicolas Cage captivated au¬ 
diences at the Venice film 
festival Friday with Ins per¬ 
formance as a tormented ex- 
con who seeks redemption 
m David Gordon Green's 
brutal American South 
drama "Joe" 

Cage, who won an Oscar 
for his rendition of a suici¬ 
dal alcoholic m Leaving 
Las Vegas", plunges the 
depths of humanity once 
more with his performance 
of wild criminal Joe Ran¬ 
som, guardian of the lost 
and helpless. 

The film, based on 
American novelist Larry 
Brawn's eponymous 1991 
novel, takes place in Texas 
and portrays the desperate 
lives of poverty-stricken 
labourers and layabouts in a 
rough land where violence 
reigns. 

Ransom divides his 
lonely life between drink 
and his work for a lumber 
company before he meets 
15 -year-old Gary, pi an/e d by 
"The Tree Of Life" star Tye 
Sheridan, who has moved to 
the area with his abusive, al¬ 
coholic father 

Hid ugh he struggles to 
control his inner demons. 
Ransom reaches out to those 
in need, talcing in a female 
friend and becommgincreas¬ 


ingly dose to Gary 

Sheridan gives a powerful 
performance as an earnest, 
conflicted adolescent who 
seeks a paternal figure in Joe, 
but is alma st outshone by the 
on-screen presence of Gary 
Poulter, a non-professional 
actor who plays his father 


Poulter, who 
died in March 
tins year was 
homeless when 
he was spotted 
by casting di¬ 
rector John 
Williams at a 
bus-stop and 
persuaded to 
try for the rale. 

"We knew 
we were taking 
a great risk by 
choosing a man 
who had no ad¬ 
dress or identity 
documents, but 
he had a his¬ 
tory/' Gordon 
Green said. 

"We were 
searching for 
real vagabonds 
and Gary had a 
m a gni fi cent 
look about him, 
the air of a lost 
soul,'" he said 
Largely set 
in a wood and 
the surrounding 
derelict spaces -- from dis¬ 
used railway tracks to aban¬ 
doned houses -- Joe' has a 
paired-down, almost poetic 
air and uses existing transient 
locations rather than creating 
them on set. 

"I wanted to keep it. au¬ 
thentic. Yes, people really do 


live in these conditions," 
Gordon Green said about the 
hovel where Gary's family 
lives. 

The senseis of an increas¬ 
ingly inhuman, individualist 
society, peopled with disillu¬ 
sioned characters who further 
their own ends at any cost — 
a metaphor captured by a 
savage scene in which a dog 
slaughters and devours an¬ 
other dog 

Ransom is the only one 
who really evokes the possi¬ 
bility of deliverance. 

Gordon Green said he had 
b een particularly drawn to the 
possibilities the script offered 
"to explore the question of 
masculinity “ 

"Joe is an admirable man 
with very fatal Saws, there's 
no greater or more interesting 
character far me," he said. 

"Tire film is about re¬ 
demption, about easing Joe's 
pain and the pain he has 
caused to others through the 
empowerment of this young 
man, 4 ' he added. 

A su av e -1 d okm g C age, 
without the ragged beard he 
wears m the film, said he had 
been desperate to work with 
the American director "I 
would do three somersaults 
backwards naked for him, he 
is not afraid to bare his 
soul " 


Bollywood's 
’Chennai Express 1 
smashes Indian box 
office records

fice records in just 21 days 
since it opened to become 
the most pro fitable movie in 
India, data showed Friday. 

The film, which has a 
typical Bollywood mix of 
action, romance and com¬ 
edy, has overtaken previous 
record-holder "3 Idiots" 
winch appeared in 2009 to 
collect at least 2 11 billion 
rupees (S 30 million domes¬ 
tically, according to trade 
w r eekiy Box Office India 

The co-producers of 
"Chennai Express", Disney 
UTY put the figure at a 
slightly higher 3.IS billion 
rupees 

In India, unlike Holly¬ 
wood, there is no central 
data service for box office 
takings so there is often a 
discrepancy in the figures, 
but both estimates surpass 
the domestic collection of 
" 3 Idiots", which made a net 
total of 2.02 billion rupees. 

Also starring popular ac¬ 
tress Deepika Padukone, the 
film tells the story of a 40- 
year-old man who gets em¬ 
broiled in the dealings of a 
south Indian don when he 
rescues lus runaway daugh¬ 
ter from thugs aboard the 
Chennai Express tram to 
southern India.

Friday due to a back injury, 
added 1 understand that he 
is critical but stable. 

Gallacher, the father of 
Sky Sports television presen¬ 
ter Kirsty turned professional 
m 1967 and was named the 
Sir Henry Cotton rookie of 
th ey ear the following, season. 

In 1969 the Scot became 
the youngest winner of the 
p re sti gi o us PGA Cli ampi - 
onship at 20 years and 97 
days., a record which stood 
until earlier tins year when 
Italian Matte o Man ass era tri¬ 
umphed at Wentworth aged 
20 years and 37 days. 

Gallacher played for Eu¬ 
rope in the Ryder Cup eight, 
times and w r as non-playing 
call tain a f the European Team 
in 1991, 1993 and 1995

peans to a stunning victory 
on American soil in 1995 
when the Europ ean team beat 
America by 14.5 to 13 5

Bale to cost Madrid 
euros

Bale's prolonged transfer from 
Tottenham Hotspur to Real

United for Cnstiano Ronaldo 
back m 2009 

However, having sealed the 
transfers of Argentine Enk 
Lam el a and Romanian Vlad 
Chinches on Friday to take 
their spending for the window 
to around £92.S million, it is 
believed the London club 
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91 million 


wanted the bulk of the deal to 
be paid up front even if it 
meant settling for a lower price 
overall 

Bale himself is set to earns 
reported i D million euros net a 
year from a six-year-deal with 
the club 

Spurs boss Andre Villas- 
Boas admitted on Thursday 
that tire deal would be com¬ 
pleted "very soon', however 
the Portuguese also criticised 
Bale's conduct after the Welsh¬ 
man refused to tram this week 
m a bid to force the deal 
through.

Banks' road back won't end with Falcons spot

The free agent linebacker, 
signed on March 3 by the 
Falcons, was among 11 play¬ 
ers released by the club on 
Friday as they trimmed their 
roster m advance of the 3013 
season 

The 2S-year-old's chances 
of making the team had ap¬ 


peared slim when he was 
played sp armgly in the fourth 
quarter of the Falcons' final 
pre-season game on Thurs¬ 
day, a 16-20 loss to Jack¬ 
sonville. 

Tiie Falcons could stall try 
to sign him to their practice 
squad, although those places 
typically go to younger play¬ 
ers the team wants Id de¬ 
velop 

Banks said this week that 
he was just happy to have a 
chance to chase Ins NFL 
dream. 


"IVebeen fully consumed 
in making this team, trying to 
catch up on all those years I 
missed in football,*' he told 
the Atlanta Journal-Constitu¬ 
tion "It was definitely chal¬ 
lenging but, overall, I 
enj oyed myself immensely." 

Just having such an oppor¬ 
tunity seemed impassible m 
2002, when Banks, then a 17- 
year-old high school football 
star was accused by a class¬ 
mate of rape. 

Despite the absence of 
DNA evidence linking Banks 


to a on me, he said his attor¬ 
ney convinced him tD plead 
no-contest to charges of 
forcible rape and kidnapping. 

He was sentenced to the 
maximum five years. In 
2012, he was shocked when 
his accuser reached out tD 
him through Facebook, her 
admission that Banks didn't 
rape her leading to his exon¬ 
eration in 2D12. 

Falcons coach Mike Smith 
was full of praise far Banks, 
who played in 2012 for the 
Las Vegas Locomotives of the 


United Football League and 
also worked out for the Seattle 
Seahawks, Kansas City Chiefs 
and San Diego Chargers. 

"Hehas really matured and 
progressed as a football player 
since we've had him on our 
roster," Smith said "He has 
been a great teammate to the 
guys in the locker room "

Makarova clinched a 6-4, 7-5 
win aver German Idth seed 
Lisicki, who had wowed Wim¬ 
bledon last month when she 
defeated Serena Williams on 
her way to a final loss against 
Marion Bait oh 

That took her record to 19- 
5 on the grass of the Ail Eng¬ 
land Club but she now stands 
at a mediocre IS-Id at the 
three other Slams, where she 
has never gotten beyond the 
fourth round 

Makarova, a 25-year-old 
left-hander who was a quarter- 
finalist at the Australian Open 
this year, now has eight career 
wins over a top-Id seed at a 
Slam 

In other early men's action 
Friday, 12th seeded Tommy 
Haas, the oldest man in the 
draw at 35 and a three-time 
quarter-finalist, defeated Lu 
Yen-Hsun of Taiwan d-3, d-4, 
7-6 (7/3). 

Tire 35-year-old German 
next plays Russian 31st seed 
Mikhail Ybuzhny, the two-time 
semi-finalist, who saw off 
Alexandr Dalgapolov of 
Ukraine 7-5, d-1, d-3, far a 
fourth-round place
